School House, winner 
of the Bermuda Cup for the past six years, strangely enough 
placed last (mirabile dictu!) that first year. 


Since then, the Bermuda Cup has gained a great deal in 
popularity with both the students and the masters and is regarded 
as perhaps the most important universal school activity during the 
year.

This year’s Tournament was an outstanding success, with 
thirty-two schools accepting the invitation to participate. Premier 
Robarts, Senator Lang and Professor Grant (Emmanuel College, 
U. of T.) were on hand to judge the Championship debate be- 
tween Branksome Hall and T.C.S. Branksome won the Terence 
Cronyn Trophy again, and Linda McQuaig was judged both best 
Extemporaneous and best Opposition speaker. Paul Kennedy of 
Lakeport Collegiate won the best debater’s award. Fifty-one 
judges were on hand to judge the three preliminary debats, and 
the School is extremely grateful to them for helping out — many 


were here for the Tournament last year as well. The resolution 
for debate, “Resolved that the time has come for order to take 
priority over Freedom”, resulted in considerable interest on the 
part of the press, and the inclusion of an Extemporaneous round 
provided added interest.

Drug Workshop at the School 


The obvious concern of parents of the boys of the School 
was evident on Saturday, April 11 when a drug seminar attracted 
such a large crowd to the gymnasium for an all day workshop 
teach-in. The parents, along with their sons, came to be informed 
about the growing problems concerning drugs; in the words of 
the seminar’s theme, they came to learn of “Drugs: Use and 
Abuse”. 

And learn they did. Educators, legal experts, former addicts, 
policemen, medical men all spoke, replied to questions from the 
floor, engaged in lively discussion and brought a wealth of 
knowledge and experience in drug issues into play. A videotape 
production, “Rap, and brochures, pamphlets and books provided 
further information. 

Mr. Carl Dorland, chairman of the workshop and instructor 
in physical and health education at Ridley, organized the day 
with superb efficiency. The Hon. Robert Welch, Provincial 
Secretary opened the day’s proceedings, but the main morning 
address was delivered by Dr. Lionel Solursh, chairman of the 
CMA’s committee investigating the non-medical use of drugs in 
Qe His speech, rather too technical in nature for the average 





istener, dealt with the factual side of drug addiction and he 
Suggested that the occasional use of heroin was becoming very 
common on the West Coast and also in Toronto. With the ques- 
tion period that followed his address a lively exchange of ideas 
provoked great interest among the listeners and provided an 
opportunity for any of the panelists to express his views freely. 

When the parents and students reassembled following a break 
for lunch the day’s most impressive speaker took the floor. James 
Allen, an addict for some ten years and now executive director 
of New York’s Addicts Rehabilitation Centre, spoke to a spell- 
bound house of his years as a street-level junkie, his cure and his 
work now with other addicts in Manhattan. His opinions and 
conclusions were strong and unbending. For example, he charged 
that almost all hard-core addicts started with marijuana; it is the 
doorway through which all addicts must pass. The expense fo the 
drug habit is responsible for some 17 billion dollars in stolen 
merchandise each year in the United States. Heroin is openly 
available in Harlem where, according to Mr. Allen, you can buy 
this drug more readily than you can get an ambulance. But Mr. 
Allen was not content merely to present a horribly vivid picture

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of the tormented world of the addict; he suggested positive courses 
of action for those concerned with drug abuse. He advised parents 
to sit down in groups with each other to discuss the issues and 
urged them to listen to their children, emphasizing strongly their 
role as parent, not buddy. The clarity of his presentation, his 
conviction and compelling sincerity brought the audience to its 
feet for a standing ovation at the end of his thirty minute address. 

The afternoon question period which followed Mr. Allen’s 
speech was vigorous indeed with questions relating to the School's

policy concerning drug users, the issue of legalizing marijuana, 
etc. For this session the parents of Lower School boys moved to 
the Assembly Hall where they were able to ask questions of 
particular relevance and concern to the younger boy. 

An impressive display of talent in professional workers, 
legal experts and the like certainly provided those in attendance 
with a massive amount of information and strong opinions on 
drugs, their use and abuse. The one-day effort was not intended 
to be Ridley’s only approach to this growing problem, but it was 
an effective and stimulating focus of the School’s concern with the 
growing non-medical use of drugs.

In four years rowing has risen from nothing to the position 
of being one of the most impressive Ridley activities. This has 
been achieved because rowing has taken the school out of its 
concern with its own limited environment into an area which 
requires and enjoys the active support of parents, staff, Old Boys, 
and all the boys of the School. In every aspect our accomplish- 
ments on the water are directly dependent on the enthusiastic 
support of these people. Everybody pulls. And because everybody 
pulls, the daily grind becomes bearable and rowing is worthwhile. 

The season began with weight-lifting for 25 boys in Novem- 
ber. It was soon apparent that last year’s records were this year’s 
minimums; there would be nothing to stop this crew. 

We were on the water after the Easter break and with only 
seven weeks to the American Schoolboy the long task of 
choosing and training crews became harder. Mr. Mahon had a 
real problem trying to select and coach three crews from an 
excess of boys. Neil Campbell was more fortunate in that Gidney 
was the only new man in the Heavy Eight, his only boat. 

The American Schoolboy races, held at Princeton this year 
with an enthusiastic Ridley contingent in attendance, seemed to 
come too soon, and nobody was sure what to expect. There were 
many tense moments for our Heavy Eight crew until the final 
race was over and we had won! Elation is hardly the word to 
describe our feelings; it was more a sense of relief that a major 
hurdle had been jumped. 

The following Monday found everybody with problems. Mr. 
Mahon was still working with his three boats, while the stroke 
of the Heavy Eight, Schmon, had come down with a bout of 
suspected mononucleosis. Butterfield, who had been sculling all 
season, was put into number four seat and Aziz was moved up 
to stroke. In three days Butterfield had conquered rowing on the 
port side and we were building up to the Canadian Schoolboy 
Races on the Henley Course here in St. Catharines. 

Only four Ridley crews made the finals. The Heavy Novice 
Four came a creditable third in their race, a fine showing for a 
crew which had had only a minimum of coaching during the 
season. The Heavy Cox Four, from the Eight, obtained an easy 
first, while the Straight Four, also out of the Heavy Eight, 
finished second.

Althouse College ® 
Education Seminar 


On April 15th, four Ridleians were privileged enough to be 
called “fascist pigs”, “automatons” and “filthy capitalists” by a 
group of interesting specimens from Everdale, a free school at 
Hillsburgh, Ontario. The charges were made during a panel dis- 
cussion of teachers and students from Everdale, Lakeport Secon- 
dary School here in St. Catharines and Ridley at an education 
seminar conducted for the students of Althouse College of Edu- 
cation in London. Organized by Hugh Stevenson, (ex-Staff), 
Professor of History of Education, the seminar brought together 
representatives of three distinctive approaches to secondary edu- 
cation. 

Ridley was represented by Jarvis ma, MacLaren, Hutcheson 
and Mr. Hugh Molson. As has been intimated, we learned a lot 
about the options of the pimply, long-haired, bitter young misfits 
from Everdale, whom we liked immensely. 

Their school is a commune, where everyone is expected to 
help with the domestic chores (and farm work); there is no sub- 
staff and there are no teachers (just adult students). The school 
is run democratically. All the students seemed to love their 
school. A student need take only one subject (one girl was doing 
cow-milking, another 19th century children’s novels), yet Ever- 
dale’s Grade 13 diploma is honoured by many universities. The 
students themselves seemed surprisingly intelligent. They had a 
few ideas that disturbed us a little, however, It seems that their 
way of life is great for them and so it is what everyone should 
have; and if they have to, they’ll use violence to make sure 
everyone gets it. We were a trifle worried about what would 
happen to a “Fascist pigsty” like Ridley. 

The format of the seminar was effective. There was a lar 
audience and a panel of some twenty people. This panel was giv 
provocative questions for an hour, then was launched on a rela- 
tively free-for-all battle of words for an hour, on the subject of 
the ideal school. The final conclusion was a stalemate; all three 
groups (not surprisingly) defended their systems admirably.

This year’s track team, as in past years, was a well-rounded 
team, with good talent in the sprints, middle-distance, long- 
distance and in the field events. This all-round talent proved to 
our advantage as we had litile trouble in winning all of our 
dual-school meets; these were against Nichols School, DeVeaux 
and U.C.C. 


Once again Ridley was invited to the Cornelius Memorial 
Relays in Hamilton, but this year we were unable to bring any 
trophies back with us as we had done in the past four years; 
there is now only one class of school, whereas in the past there 
were A and B divisions (B Schools were those with an enrollment 
of under 300). With the increased competition and the number 
of schools participating, it was only possible for the Orange and 
Black to bring back a third in the junior 800 metre relay. 


Unfortunately this was the first year in the past seven years 
of the Independent Schools Track and Field meet that Ridley 
did not come away with the over-all point winner’s trophy. In- 
stead, St. Michael’s College of Toronto took the honours with 180 
points; Ridley was second with 140 points. Although Ridley 
had many talented athletes participating we didn’t have the 
depth of the St. Mike’s team. 


This year could be termed a relatively successful one in 
track, but it can in no way compare to last year’s. This is not 
because we won the Independent Meet last year by some 100 
points, but only because we were allowed to participate in the 
Ontario Secondary Schools Athletic Association’s track meets. This 
participation meant we had many more meets, met better competi- 

ion and were a better conditioned and more experienced team 
@::: we were this year. The executive of our zone of the Associa- 

tion, the Southern Ontario Zone (the Peninsula and Hamilton 
area) decided not to allow us to return to competition this year 
after our trial run of last year. 


Canada is presently striving to increase her status in all 
international athletics. If her method of accomplishing this goal 
is to allow a select group of secondary school track coaches to 
deprive schools such as Ridley of the opportunity of competing in 
Canadian athletic meets and in doing so decreasing the amount 
of competition for Canada’s future stars, it seems unlikely she 
will ever achieve her goal. 


Messrs. Armstrong, Heaman, Mackey, Wilson, but most 
especially Mr. Silver deserve our thanks for their coaching efforts; 
they spent many long hours with us and provided encouragement 
to us throughout the term. Jim Drake, the captain of Track is 
especially deserving of our thanks and congratulations for his 
splendid leadership this year.

Unfortunately interest in Public Speaking at the [Vth form 
level was so low this year that the contest had to be cancelled.
